When criticism is offered of the 
National Service scheme the com- 
mon response is that the eritie is 
pro-German. It is easier, it seems, 
to call men traitors than it is to 
justify the National Service 
scheme as it stands. If so, the 
more the need that it be eriticised. 
if the interests of the nation are to 
be served. The National Service 
scheme is neither of Divine ap 
pointment, nor is it like the laws 
of the Medes and Persians, un- 
changeable. It is the product of 
human thought, and is subject to 
amendment. It was not devised 
by the public, nor by Parliament, 
but by our Ministers. Hitherto 
Parliament, as representing the 
thought of the publie, has had no 
opportunity to express an opinion 
regarding it, and when the publie 
do so through the newspapers or 


otherwise they are greeted with 
accusations of disloyalty. If the 
purpose of the project is to put 


the country on a war footing, the 
Government should weleome sug- 
gestions as to how that purpose 
can be better attained, rather than 
resent them. The fact that sug- 
gestions are resented tends to 
throw the scheme into discredit, 
and to gain for the Ministers a 
reputation of being unreasonably 
autocratic. The project has not 
yet been put into effect, and if it 
does not appear to meet the condi- 
tions as they require to be met it 
surely is the privilege and the 
patriotic duty of the citizens to 
say so, when there is yet time to

A transposition of figures in the compilation of the averages of 


appeared in Saturday's Bulletin, made a 
local clay-bird shot—Frank Morris. 
The figures were the official ones, supplied by the International Associa- 
tion, but whoever did the figuring made a slight mistake, According to 
the figures Frank Morris was second high man for Canada among the 
professionals, he having broken 553 out of 580 for an average of .9354. 
The man who beat him in Canada, according to the averages, was John 
S. Boa, of Montreal, who had an average of an even .950. As a matter of 
fact Morris’ record was better than Boa’s, as any one who will take the 
trouble to figure out the average will see for himself. Breaking 553 out 
of 580 is an actual average of .9534, instead of .9854. The error in calcu- 
lation was made by the secretary of the International Association, 


Morris’ fine record of being high professional trap shooter in Canada 
is of more than usual interest, for he has been in the trap shooting game 
only a comparatively. short time. At the present time he is employed by 
the Dominion Cartridge Company, and he }goke into the professional 
trap shooting game upen short notice. Previously he was principally

known as a crack rifle shot. He was on the Canadian team at Bisley for 
five successive years, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910, and 1911, During this time 
he won four king's badges and was the winner of the grand aggregate. 


His first trap shooting experience came in the summer of 1913, and it was 
quite by accident that he took up the “sport alluring’; and it is quite a 
coincidence that it was John Boa, the man who he has beaten out for high 
average for Canada this year, who induced him to take up this sport, 


Trap shooting was comparatively a minor sport at that time and the 
Dominion Cartridge Company wanted to popularize it in Canada. Morris 
had been doing some rifle shooting stunts for the company up to that 
time and one day John Boa came to him and asked him if he thought he 
could learn to shoot clay birds. Morris told him he thought he could if 
he had plenty of time and ammunition. So he set out and in a few weeks 
was able to hold his own with most of the amateurs, When the summer 
was finished and the averages published, he was beaten by one Canadian, 
John Boa, At the Alberta tournament in Calgary thet year he broke 49 
out.of 50 and finished up the season with a record of 288 out of 800, 


In 1914 he won the tournaments at Portage La Prairic, Regina, and 
Saskatoon, and was high professional at the tournament in Red Meer, 
breaking 133 straight at the latter place; he also wag second high pro- 
fessional at Kenora, Ontario, breaking 147 out of 1505 When it is con- 
sidered that it was only his second season at the traps the record is 
remarkable, In 1915 he again won the professional championship of 
Alberta and shot in a mateh race in which he broke 96 out of 100 birds,
